Abel is to retire June 1 and 
McBride said the election of the 
McBride team will provide “‘an 
orderly transition" of leader- 
ship in the Steelworkers. 

“I would accompany Abel in

Attorney General William J. 
Scott notified Governor James 
R. Thompson Thursday that an 
additional $19 million of new 
funds will be available im- 
mediately for the state's hard- 
pressed general revenue ac- 
count. 


The funds have been tied up in 
a 


permitting the state to include 
the federal four-cents-a-gallon 
motor fuel tax in the selling 
price when computing the state 
sales tax — and permitting the 
state to also include the federal 
$2-a-barrel fee on oil imports in 
the selling price when com- 
puting the state sales tax. 

The court ruled against the 
state on a third practice in- 
volving $1 million collected in 
Illinois use tax and municipal 
retailers’ occupation tax which 
the state charted on the federal 
four-cents-per-gallon excise tax 
for non-highway use. 


Scott notified Treasurer 
Donald Smith that the $1 million 
should continue to be held in a 
protest account while Scott 
appeals the ruling on the non- 
highway use tax, and that the 
balance of the $20,146,312 fund is 
immediately available for state 
use. 

The original suit against the 
state was filed in 1974 by James 
Jones, doing business as Bailey 
and Jones Scavenger Service, 
Chicago. 

Scott won the case for the 
state last month when Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge F. 
E. Morrissey ruled against the 
plaintiff on the two motor fuel 
tax issues, enabling transfer of 
$19 million from the protest 
fund. Time for an appeal by the 
plaintiff has passed, Scott 
pointed out.

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3 charged 


with arson 


Three Granite City residents 
were charged today with arson 
for allegedly setting a fire at 11 
a.m. Friday in a vacant two- 
story frame home at 1857 
Edwardsville Road. 

Charged are Willard Leroy 
Ishum, 39, Donald Martin 
Williams, 19, and Bobby Gene 
Hinson Jr., 17, all of whom 
allegedly had been residing at 
2301 Nameoki Road,,let two. 

Police allege the three were 
seen fleeing from the fire, which 
destroyed the $12,000 house. 

Several Madison volunteer 
firemen narrowly escaped 
serious injury when the roof of 
the burning ‘building collapsed 
on them while they were 
fighting the fire inside the 
building on the second floor. 

The blaze gutted the interior 
of the home and firemen were at 
the scene until 2:30 p.m. Friday 

Fireman Elmer Smith, one of 
those inside the second floor of 
the building when the roof gave 
way on top of them, com- 
mented, ‘'There were three or 
four of us just inside the door 
when the plywood ceiling 
collapsed. 

“We had some warning. The 
fire kept breaking through the 
roof, so we were careful and 
were staying near the door. But 
the only way to fight the fire 
was from inside.” 

All of the firemen on the 
second floor when the roof 
collapsed escaped ‘unharmed, 
even though Smith and some 
others were styick by pieces of 
the burning rof as it fell. 

Firemen fought the battle in 
several areas simultaneously. 

The. fire had already gutted 
the first floor when firemen 
arrived and most of the flames 
were in the second story during 
the firefighting effort. 

Water hoses were trained into 
the house from the roof of a 
neighbor's garage, as well as 
from the froft porch of the 
burning structure. 

Cold temperatures caused 
firemen to become covered with 
ice, but did not otherwise 
hamper the firefighting efforts 

After the fire, a state arson 
investigator was called to the 
scene. He had not yet completed 
his research today, but police 
said an absence of bed clothing, 
curtains, appliances, food, 
clothing, personal papers, 
utensils and other items 
necessary for living indicated 
no one resided in the home, even 
though Ishum was listed as 
renting the apartment on the 
first floor. 

The second-floor apartment 
had been vacant for some time. 

Authorities disclosed they had 
been watching the house for 
several weeks in the belief the 
house might be burned. 

They alleged someone had 
moved all of the “‘good fur- 
niture’’ out and replaced it with 
“old, junk furniture’? about 
Wednesday 

They also alleged an in- 
dividual was purchasing the 
house on a contract-for-deed 
and was three months behind in 
rent payments. 

The city inspector had sepken 
to the purchaser — not one of 
the three charged — deman- 


ding specified repairs be made, 
but no attempt to. repair the 
structure had begun and con- 
demnation proceedings were 
being considered by the city, it 
was alleged. 

After the fire, Madison of- 
ficers stopped a‘ car containing 
the three suspects at Third 
Street and Highland Avenue 
and took them to: the police 
station for questioning. 

Statements made by the three 
led to the charges being filed 
today, Detective Paul Bargiel 


* said. 


The Madison County state’s 
attorney’s office has recom- 
mended bond be set at $25,000 
each and they were to appear in 
court in Granite City later today 
to offer their pleas and have 
bond set. + 

Investigators still must sift 
through the rubble from the fire 
in an attempt to find more 
evidence of how the fire was 
started.

He said he saw nothing wrong 
with attorneys who are in-

“TE made no issue of that and

McBride ‘stated. 

The candidate said one of the 
major efforts which must be 
made by the new steelworker 
leadership is protecting the 
United States steel industry 
from unfair competition from 
Japan. 

Ending the Experimental 
Negotiating Agreement (ENA), 
which Sadlowski advocates, 
would cause many steel users to 
stockpile steel and turn to 
cheaper Japanese steel because 
of the large amounts of money 
being used to stockpile, 
McBride contended. 

He said the Japanese are 
delivering steel at $200 less per 
ton on the Gulf Coast than it ean 
be produced in the | United 
States 

He said the lower standard of 
living of the Japanese 
steelworkers and subsidies to 
the steel industry there by the 
Japan government have 
allowed steel to be produced for 
much less than it can be in the 
United States. 

He said the country must 
either reduce the standard of 
living of United States 
steelworkers to the level of the 
Japanese and have subsidies by 
the government, or establish a 
quota system to limit unfair 
competition by Japanese steel. 

Unless a quota is established, 
steel producing in the United 
States may follow the trends of 
the shoe industry, the television 
and electronic ‘assembly in- 
dustry and the camera 
production industry, all of 
which are primarily’ foreign 
businesses. 

He said establishment of such 
a quota system would require 
cooperation of steel producers, 
the Steelworkers, the Congress 
and governmental}eaders, and 
contended he could work with 
all sides in a spirit of 
cooperation to achieve a quota 
system, something which he 
said Sadlowski could not do. 

Sadlowski’s attitude of ending 
the ENA, which requires bin- 
ding arbitration of differences 
rather than having strikes, 
would establish an attitude of 
differences rather than having 
strikes, would establish an 
attitude of fighting between the 
Steelworkers and the basic 
steel industry with ‘crisis 
bargaining’ under which 
cooperative efforts to achieve a 
quota for Japanese steel would 
likely be unsuccessful, McBride 
contended. 

“Sadlowski said the ENA 
leaves us without clout. The 
industry has to plan long-range 
and will depend upon ENA to 
assure that ability to plan long- 
range for the future good of the 
industry and the Steelworkers,”"’ 
he stated. 

McBride said Steelworkers 
also would like to have long- 
range planning based . upon 
some kind of guaranteed wage, 
“Lifetime employment is a goal 
of this union. We have made 
progress, This is the ability of 
people to plan a budget that 
gives them some security. 
People cannot effectively plan, 
on an annual basis, without 
some assurance of future in- 
come.” 

He said Sadlowski's goal of 
negotiating for every 
Steelworker to be able to retire 
at 100 per cent of their income 
“would be in the union's 
program,” under his leader- 
ship, but described that as a 
long-range goal which cannot be 
promised immediately. 

“It is one thing to advocate 
these goals. It is another thing 
to have the training, knowledge, 
experience and record to know 
when they could be justified in 
collective bargainng. 

“This year, we will negotiate 
on improving our pension plan 
very substantially, but it would 
not be fair to tell our members 
that in 1977 they could plan to 
retire at full salary. That would 
be irresponsible rhetoric and

Ways to avoid a jungle 
in building a terrarium

A glass jug or fish bowl can 
create ideal conditions for a 
collection of small plants. 

Any clear glass container 
with a glass cover can be used 
to build a miniature garden with 
dwarf house plants. While the 
enclosed container maintains 
high humidity, the clear glass 
allows adequate light to 
promote growth

When extraordinary growth 
creates a jungle, you can 
replant your terrarium and 
create a new scene with a new 
combination. 

Naturally dwarf plants’ like 
African violets, wood violets, 
minature peperomias, dwarf 
sansevieria and various species 
of ivy will grow for months 
before they create a jungle. 

A terrarium of wild plants 
from a nearby woods and native 
moss can create a beautiful 
scene and prolong spring for 
several months. 

To construct a_ terrarium, 
cover the bottom of the con- 
tainer with moss with the green 
side showing. Add a layer of

sand on the moss to provide 
additional drainage before 
adding the soil 

Use a soil mix of one-third 
sand, peat moss and soil. Not 
much soil is needed — just 
enough to hold the plants in 
position 

Arrange the plants with the 
larger plants toward the back. 
Try to create a woodland or 
tropical scene. 

Allow extra space for each 
plant to enlarge. Cover the open 
spaces with pebbles, moss, or 
small creeping vines. 

A stone, small piece of drift- 
wood, or small figurine can 
provide additional interest 

Be careful to avoid cluttering 
your garden with pottery. Let 
the plants become the center of 
beauty. 

Over-watering is fatal in a 
terrarium. 

Open-topped _terrariums 
require light watering or heavy 
sprinkling every month, When 
you use a glass or plastic cover, 
it isn’t necessary to water more 
often than every two to three 
months. 

Be stingy with water. Add 
extra water only when plants 
seem to be slightly off-colored

Whitmer noted that ‘‘just last 
Sunday” he had asked that any 


other communities of the area 
to determine the extent of help 
that might be expected of them 
in resolving the ambulance 
service’s need for financial 
help. 

Thomas replied that “We did 
talk about bringing in the entire 
area (outside Granite City) but 
mow that seems unfeasible 
because of the time involved.” 
He said it would be difficult to 
get townships to provide funds. 

Partney said that the idea of 
obtaining help from areas 
outside Granite City was 
blocked when he and 
talked to Mayor Mike Sasyk of 
Madison. Sasyk, Partney said, 
told them that Madison is 
prepared to handle its own 
ambulance service through that 
city’s fire department. 

“Madison is out of the pie- 
ture,” Partney said. * 

On a question by an alder- 
man, Thomas said 65 per cent of 
all ambulance calls answered 
by the Thomas service is in 
Granite City. Scroggins noted 
that collection of fees for am- 
bulance service is hampered to 
a great extent by. the practice of 
many insurance companies 
which pay medical costs 
directly to the patients. 

“Unless we have a slip signed 
by the patient instructing the 
insurance company to pay the 
ambulance service, the 
payment is made to the 
patient,’ Scroggins said. 

Alderman Ronald Coleman of 
the Seventh Ward asked if St. 
Elizabeth Hospital had been 
eonsidered as an operator of the 
area's hospital service. 

“They are not interested,” 
‘Thomas answered. 

Following the Thomas an- 
nouncement that service 
definitely will be discontinued, 
Mayor Paul Schuler told the 
aldermen: 

“We have a new outlook on 
this matter now. They have set 
a deadline and it appears that 
we have no choice but to go into 
the ambulance business.” 

Schuler asked Thomas if the 
March 15 date is a firm one. 

“I'm afraid it is," Thomas 
said. ‘We are sure the city can 
be equipped by then.” 

added that he 
planned to notify immediately 
the mayors of other com- 
munities in the area of the 
decision to discontinue service. 

Whitmer commented that he 
had been opposed to the city 
going into the ambulance 
business, “But from what I 
have heard here tonight, I'm not 
against it now. Go ahead and I'll 
be behind it. From the way it 
looks now, we'd better save the 
old Nameoki fire station to use 
for an ambulance headquar- 

Alderman Curtis Blevins of 
the Fifth Ward asked if there 
might be a possibility of the city 
acquiring Thomas’ am- 
bulances, but Thomas replied 
that two of the firm's four 
ambulances are being phased 
out because of their age and 
condition, and that the other two 
would be retained by the firm to 
handle convalescent cases and 
hospital transfers. 

Alderman Gerald Parmley of 
the Sixth Ward suggested that 
the city seek offers by other 
private firms or individuals to 
operate an ambulance service 
for the city. 

Council members decided at 
that point to convene in a closed 
caucus and recessed to the 
conference chambers adjoining 
the mayor's office. 

Ina brief discussion there, the 
aldermen. discussed the 
possibility of negotiations with 
St. Elizabeth Hospital con- 
cerning a joint city-hospital 
ambulance service. In addition, 
the aldermen agreed to con- 

» tinue with efforts -to obtain 
* grant funds for the purchase of 
four ambulances by the city, 

Both of these decisions were 
affirmed by a motion made by 
Coleman when the council 
members reconvened in the 
council chambers. Mayor 
Sehuler was authorized to 
contact hospital authorities to 
set up a meeting. 

In documents presented to 
council members during 
Thursday night’s meeting, the 
Thomas firm reported that the 
cost of ting each am 
bulance during a one-year 
period amounted to $133,919, of 
‘which $107,685 was in labor cost, 
and the remainder in gasoline, 
depreciation, maintenance, 
insurance and other costs. 

The report said that there are 
approximately 4,000 ambulance 
trips per year in the area of 
Granite City, Madison, Pontoon

‘The average charge per trip 
‘on the basis of past records 
amounted to $48, with an 
average 67 per cent collection 
rate. which meant $32.16 
revenue for each trip, the report 


noted. 

On the basis of 2,000 calls per 
ambulance, the revenue for the 
year amounted to $64,320. 
Applied against the operating 
cost of $133,919, this left a total 
loss of $69,599 per ambulance 
per year. 

Reyenue of $3216 for each 
‘ambulance trip that cast $66.95, 
resulted in a loss per trip of 
$34.80, the documents showed. 

To cover the cost of operation 
and overhead, and provide a 10 
per cent profit, the amount 
would total $81.02 per trip. With 
tevenue now amounting to only 
$32.16 per trip, the actual loss to 
the operators amounts to $48.86 
per trip, the report maintained.

in emergency care necessitated 
certain mortuaries limiting 
their emergency work. As this 
progressed, Mercer Mortuary 
and Ambulance Service con- 
tinued to serve the needs of this 
area 

“In 1975, Thomas Ambulance 
Service began operation just 
prior toa statement by the other 
mortuaries that they were 
discontinuing emergency 
ambulance service in the 
greater Quad-City area. Not 
long thereafter, the EMT 
Ambulance Service began 

‘ation with two ambulances. 

“At that point in time, three 
firms were providing six am- 
bulances in this immediate 
community. In October of 1976, 
the Thomas firm merged with 
the Mercer firm making a total 
of four ambulances in the 
combined firm. Unfortunately, 
at that time, the EMT 
Ambulance Service felt they 
had to discontinue service. This 
limited the number of am- 
bulances in the surrounding 
area to four. 

“Since that time, the Thomas 
firm, bearing a financial loss, 
has taken care of the Quad-City 
ambulance service as best as 
possible under all cir- 
cumstances. During this period 
of time, it was noted that in 
some instances it was 
necessafy to delay some calls 
due to the lack of equipment and 
personnel. 

“Thomas Ambulance Ser- 
vices’ equipment at the present 
time consists of one 1976 am- 
bulance, one 1974 ambulance, 
orie 1972 ambulance, and a 1970 
ambulance. Due to existing 
physical condition and ex- 
mileage, two 
amaulances will be disposed of 
in the near future. 

“Today, the 1976 ambulance 
is temporarily out of service, 
due to an accident at 
Niedringhaus and Madison 
avenues. That could have been 
avoided if the unit had been 
equipped with Opticom. A 
request to the chief of police for 
such service by this firm was 
made and the cost was 
prohibitive. 

“For the best interest of the 
citizens of this community, the 
members of the Thomas firm 
have met:with. the mayor and 
aldermadic committees, about 
this problem for a period of 
several weeks. It should be 
stressed that it is in the interest 
of the citizens of the city of 
Granite City and the 
surrounding communities that 
the proper je work as 
diligently as possible to initate 
an adequate ambulance service 
for this community as quickly 
as possible. 

“Members of this firm have 
checked with an ambulance 
distributor, McCown 
Automotive Distributors, 
located in the city of St. Louis, 
Mo., who advised that they can 
furnish ambulances no later 
than four weeks from date of 
order. In communication with 
the city of Madison, it has been 
ascertained that the community 
over a riod of time, has 
prepared itself to assume 

fency ambulance service. 

“‘With much regret, the 
Thomas firm advises that ef- 
fective the 15th day of March, 
1977, due to the above cir- 
cumstances, it will commence 
to operate a limited service 
consisting of one emergency car 
and one convalscent unit.

Commuter, rapid rail service ruled out; 
study bus, express, street car alternates 


The East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council board of 
directors last week approved 
three alternative transit system 
proposals for detailed 
examination in the next phase 
‘of its current transit planning 
program. 

These alternative proposals 
resulted from the first-phase 
examination of transportation 
corridors in the St, Louis region 
and include: 


. Alternate A — Continuation of 
the present Bi-State bus transit 
system and including 
programmed extensions and 
service improvements. 
Alternate B — Continued 
Yeliance on bus transit to 
‘provide public transportation 
but with major changes in 
operating service patterns. 
‘xpress buses on the major 
freeways and selected arterial 
streets would provide the 
preliminary regional service, 
supplemented by improved 
area coverage and service 
frequency on local bus routes. 


Convenient transfer between 
local and regional service 
routes as well as park-and-ride 
lots would be provided. 

Alternate C — Introduction of 
modern street cars — 
DESIGNATED LIGHT RAIL

1. Commuter rail is most 
applicable in those cities such 
as Chicago, New York, Boston, 
San Francisco, etc., with large, 
very dense central areas ‘of 
concentrated employment with 
distant (15-60 miles) suburbs 
providing ‘much of the labor 
force.

‘A 22point second-half s¢oring

The tall Steelers come out 
shooting with deadly accuracy 
in the third quarter, hitting on 
nine field goals in 12 attempts to 
South’s two of 12 to lead 44-30 
going into the final quarter. 

North outscored South in the 
fourth period by 19-15. Schnefke 
provided 11 points in each of the 
third and fourth periods. 

Overall, North made 22 field

The Warriors committed the 
most fouls, 23-19, and turnovers 
were even at 13 each.

Steel production 
up 10% in 1976 


Rebounding from its lowest 
level in more than a decade, 
domestic raw steel production 
reached 127,943,000 tons during 
1976, according to preliminary 
American Iron and Steel 
Institute (AISI) data announced 
Friday in Washington. 

It was an increase of nearly 

10 per cent from the previous 
year’s output of 116,642,000 
tons. 

Raw steel output increased 
in 1976 despite the fact that an 
anticipated national capital 
spending boom failed to 

materialize. 

Potential production also was 
affected by heavy steel imports 
which cut sharply into potential 
markets, particularly toward 
the end of the year. 

In December, domestic mills 
produced 9,215,000 tons of raw 
steel — a drop of 279,000 tons 
from November's 9,494,000 ton 
figure. 

Of the 1976 production total, 
79,918,000 tons of steel came 
from ‘basic oxygen furnaces, 
24,555,000 tons from electric 
furnaces and 23,470,000 tons 


from open hearths. Granite City 
Steel utilizes basic oxygen 
furnaces. 

During December, BOFs 
poured 5,998,000 tons of raw 
steel, while electric furnaces 
accounted for 1,793,000 tons and 
open hearths produced 1,424,000 
tons. 

For the full year of 1976, 
domestic steel mills operated 
at 80.8 per cent of capability 
utilization. 

That compares with a 
capability utilization rate of 76.2 
per cent for all of 1975. 

During December 1976, the 
industry's capability utilization 
rate was 67.8 per cent.

Scott sues 
airline for 
$4V% million 

Illinois Attorney General 
William J. Scott sued United 
Airlines last week to force the 
firm to turn over to the state of 
Illinois about $4,500,000 in un- 
claimed customer refunds and 
other unclaimed funds and 
property which United 
allegedly has held for seven 
sue 

Scott’s suit charges that the 
$4% million represents 
“abandoned property” which, if 
unclaimed after seven years, 
must be turned over to the state 
under the 1975 Illinois Uniform 
Disposition of Unclaimed 
Property Act. 

He said that included money 
held by United for seven years 
are: funds from tickets sold but 
not redeemed or refunded; 
customer refund checks that 
have not been negotiated or 
collected by the payees; 
payroll, vendor and 
miscellaneous checks for 
services or goods received by 
United but not cashed or 
collected by payees; and 
unretrieved luggage or cargo, 
or the funds resulting from 
auction or sale of the unclaimed 
luggage and cargo. 

The attorney general asked 
the court to declare unclaimed 
properties and funds held by the 
airline to be abandoned 
property and to require United 
to turn the’ money over to the 
director of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Financial Institutions. 

Any person to whom the 
money rightfully belongs, 
however, can still get it back by 
applying to the state director of 
Financial Institutions and 
submitting proper proof, Scott 
said.

Health. In addition, Granite 
City would pay a local share of

‘The application was filed by 
Don Parente, Granite City firé 
chief, and by Mayor Paul 
Schuler, to meet the loss of 
other services that have been 
provided primarily by Thomas 
Ambulance Service. Robert 
Thomas, president of the 
Thomas Ambulance Service, 
notified the City Council 
Thursday night that the firm 
will discontinue ambulance 
services on March 15. 

Detailed data of the grant 
application prepared by 
Parente is as follows: 

“Existing need — Granite 
City has a population of 42,000. 
We have several industrial 
plants which draw in ap 
proximately 2,000 more people. 
Our shopping centers and fast 
food establishments (19 in a 


one-mile stretch, for example) 
service many out-of-town 
shoppers. We could, therefore, 
have many ag 50,000 people in 
Granite City at specific times of

“Medical capability — 
Granite City is serviced by a 
420-bed acute care hospital. 
This hospital services a large 
popwlation outside the city 
limits and introduces further 
traffic during visiting hours.

The film, a documentary used 
in police training, illustrates 
what happens in areas where 
people take an apathetic view 
toward crime and fail to support 
their local police in their efforts 
to curb crime. 

The film sets out that on the 
streets today in this area, only 
three types of people are seen: 
potential victims, criminals and 
police. 

New York policemen at- 
tribute part of the problem to 
the courts by releasing felony 
suspects on recognizance bonds 
and the felons are back on the 
streets faster than the police 
officers can fill out the 


reports. 

New York police officers 
quoted in the film related much 
crime to the drug problem, 
stating, “hop heads will do 
anything to get money.” 

It was noted that without a 
death penalty there is no fear. 
“The criminal has no fear 
today, He can ‘zap’ a person and 
know he is only going to get 
maybe seven years at the most. 
Why should they be con- 
cerned?,” ome NY inspector 
said. 

Rotarian Thomas Voloski, a 
Madison detective, showed the 
film.

Net income of General Steel 
Industries, Inc. increased to 
$5,117,000, or $2.03 per share of 
common stock, in 1976 from 
$4,765,000, or $1.89 per share in 
1975, it was announced Friday 
by W. Ashley Gray Jr., chair- 
man and chief executive officer, 
and James A. Van Sant, 
president and chief operating 
Officer. Net sales and other 
revenues totaled $60,459,000 in 
1976 compared with $60,851,000 
in the prior year. 

The income statement for 
both years includes a tax credit 
representing partial realization 
of the company’s tax loss carry- 
forwards; 1976 income before 
the tax credit totaled $2,568,000, 
or $1.02 per share, compared 
with $2,409,000 or 96 cents per 
share in 1975. As previously 
reported, GSI's 1975 net income 
included a nonrecurring seven- 
cent per share gain (13 cents 
after extraordinary tax credit) 
from sale of the company’s 

rest in a joint venture in 

Europe 

Gray and Van Sant cited 
“continued effects of the 
recession on the industrial 
markets served by the com- 
pany,” but noted that interest 
expenses were again 
significantly reduced with 
repayment of $5,315,000 of 
outstanding debt during 1976. 

“In addition, manufacturing 
profit margins remained level 

overall in the face of intensive 
competition for a relatively 
static volume of business, as 
well as increased energy and 
labor costs. The management of 

anufacturing divisions con- 
‘ducted strong cost control 
programs.” 

For the fourth quarter of 1976, 
GSI had net income of 
$1,254,000, or 50 cents per share 
of common stock, on net sales 
and other revenues of 
$14,155,000. In the same period 
of 1975, net income was 
$1,858,000, or 74 cents per share, 
on sales of $15,157,000. 

Fourth quarter 1976 net in- 
come before the tax credit 
totaled $603,000, or 24 cents per 
share, compared with $946,000, 
‘or 38 cents per share, in the 
same period a year ago. 

It was pointed out that steel 
industry operations in the 
quarter just ended were cut 
back sharply, while fourth- 
quarter 1975 results reflected an 
unusually high level of roll 
orders from basic steel. 

Backlog of orders for GSI's 
five manufacturing divisions 
was $16,176,000 at Dec. 31, 1976, 
compared with $18,854,000 a 
year earlier. 

It also was reported that the 
issues in an. arbitration 
proceeding affecting former 
employes of the former 
Castings Division in Granite 
City have been decided in 
favor of the company with the 
exception of an issue over 
vacation pay.

They said the dividend action 
“Was taken in view of the 
company’s improved earnings 
and the overall strengthening of 
its financial position. The board 
recognized GSI has made a 
strong recovery over the last 
four years. 

“The board determined that 
stock dividend action at this 
time was appropriate in view of 
the restrictions regarding cash 
dividends in the present loan 
agreement, and was consistent 
with GSI’s financial needs and 
the directors’ confidence in the 
future of the company,” 

GSI will charge an amount 
equal to the fair market value of 
the dividend shares to the ac- 
cumulated deficit account of the 
company, with offsetting 
credits to the paid-in capital 
accounts. This will increase the 
accumulated deficit by the 
amount so credited. As of Dec. 
31, the deficit was $3,093,000, 
compared with $8,210,000 a year 
earlier. 

The diversified manufac- 
turing company has 17 plants in 
the United States and Canada 
providing goods and services to 
producers of basic raw 
materials and a range of other 
industries. GSI operating units 
are: Ludlow-Saylor Wire Cloth, 
Flex-O-Lite, Standard

St. Elizabeth Hospital's announcement 
of an $18 million expansion program re- 
flects favorably on the vitality of the local 
hospital and on the prospects of this 
community and region. 

It asserts confidence im what the future 
will bring in this portion of Madison 
County and also confidence in the 
effectiveness and scope of the equipment 
and services that are being provided.

Area challenged to immediately develop an ambulance plan 


The Thomas Ambulance Service's 
decision Thursday to halt most emergency 
ambulance calls March 15 means that the 
Quad-City area will be forced to seek 
almost an “instant” alternative. 

Six weeks remain, and ambulance 
orders are said to be filled within four 
weeks. An application for state funds to 
purchase ambulances was filed by the City 
of Granite City as a precautionary measure 
Jan. 19. But purchase-maintenance-salary 
financing has not yet been arranged, nor is 
the problem limited to Granite City. 5 

Madison city officials are said to be 
studying ways of providing ambulance 
services through their volunteer fire 
department, and the Granite City fund 
application specifies ambulance service 
based at the 2300 Madison Ave. and 2219 
Richmond Ave. fire stations. 

The Granite City proposal calls for 
advice and cooperation from St. Elizabeth 


Hospital, consultation with the Ilinois 
ent of Public Health, and 
n of emergency medical 
s on all emergency ambulances. 

Figures provided by Thomas show “red 
ink” due to vehicle and staffing costs and 
due to difficulty in collecting payment. 
Based on this experience, it can be 
projected that municipal costs might far 
exceed ambulance revenue, not only 
initially but permanently. 

Such funds are unbudgeted at this time, 
and there is some speculatioh that taxation 
for ambulance services might require a 
rate.referendum. There also is speculation 
that the Long Lake district or other fire 
districts might be persuaded to establish an 
ambulance service for the large 
unincorporated sector of the Quad-Cities. 

Orchestration of a total answer by 
March 15 must be attempted but poses a 
considerable challenge. The issue is one of 
high priority for all Quad-Cityans. 


Village at State Park Place is a long-term commitment 


Comment by Collinsville Herald—A 
movement to form a new village in the State 
Park area under the name “Ponderosa” 
prompts us to inform the residents of the 
area, most of whom weren't in the 
neighborhood 20 years ago, that it isn’t the 
first such effort. 

In February 1956, voters went to the polls 
and defeated a proposed incorporation of 
territory north of the county line to a block 
east of Fairmount Race Track by a vote of 
387-194. Attorney Gilbert Rosch 
represented the petitioners. The Community 
Association, very active at that time, was 
behind it. 

The proposition suffered from rumors, 
one of which was that a man who wasn’t 
among the original sponsors was all set to be 
mayor. 

It suffered more from announcement as 
dection day drew near that Fairmount Race 
Track, which would have been by far the 
largest taxpayer, had every intention of 
withdrawing. 

There was a fairly easy means of doing 
that within the first year. 

Taxes entered the picture. Some people 
feared the new village would lack the taxing 
power to operate the services required. 


The assessed value in those days was 
estimated around $1,500,000, which would 
have brought in around $5,000 at the 
maximum rate of 33 cents per hundred. 
Other sources of income would have been 
motor fuel tax refunds and one-half of the 
road and bridge tax. 

Today, many basic facts are different. 
Fairmount Race Track is now part of 
Collinsville. It won't be taxed and it won't 
require the village services, a minus and a 
plus to the village budget. 

There are more businesses now, and city 
sales tax on them would bring in some 
income, painlessly. * 

Inflation has ballooned the cost of 
operating anything. 

In general, we encourage unorganized 
developments. to organize. There are 
problems of living together that need 
incorporation. 

Tt is vital that they recognize the resources 
they would have, the needs to be served, and 
the cost of providing those services. 

Anew village is not like a 1977 marriage, 
to be shed merely by! going down to the 
judge if it docsa't work out. a new village 
should be entered only with all the 
information in the hands of the voters.

Major crimes in eight 


reategories declined 13.7 per 


cent in Granite City during the 


arrests dropped 10.9 per cent in 
comparison with those of 1975, 
according to a report released 
by Chief of Police Ronald 
Veizer. 

Chief Veizer said that a total 
of 2,933 major crimes in all 
eight categories occurred in 
Granite City during the year, 
compared to 3,402 crimes 
reported during 1975—a 
reduction of 469 cases. 

Reductions were noted in six 
of the eight crime categories, 
while in two others—criminal 
homicide with four cases and 
auto-burglary with 716 cases— 
the 1976 figures were identical 
to those of the previous year. 

Out of the total of 2,933 
criminal cases in 1976, police 
solved 649 cases by arrests, 
compared with 740 cases 
cleared out of the total of 3,402 
crimes reported in 1975, the 
report showed. 

In addition, however, police 
solved other cases during 
the past year, for a total of 1,499 
cases cleared by arrests in 1976. 
This compares with a total of 
1,683 cases cleared by arrests in 
1975, 

Four criminal homicides 
occurred last year, the same 
number as in 1975. Police solved 
three of ‘the 1976 cases, com- 
pared to three solved in 1975 

There were five forcible rape 
cases during 1976, down, one 
from the six cases of 1975, One 
of the five 1976 cases was 
cleared by arrests, compared 
with four cases solved in 1975. 

One of the major reductions in 
crime cases during 1976 was in 
the number of robberies, the 
report showed. A total of 29 
robberies last year was a 
reduction of 38, or 56 per cent, 
below the 67 robberies reported 
in 1975. Nine of the 1976 cases 
were cleared by arrests, 
compared to 20 cases solved in 
1975. 


A total of 243 assault cases 
last year was a reduction of 64 
below 307 cases‘in 1975, with 187 
cases cleared by arrest in 1976 
and 251 cases solved in 1975. 


Six hundred and seventy-four 
burglary cases in 1976 declined 
145 below 819 burglaries oc- 
curring in 1975, with 101 of the 
1976 cases cleared by arrests, 
down from 120 such cases 
cleared in 1975. 

The total of 716 auto 
burglaries reported last year 
was identical to the 716 such 
cases occurring in 1975, with 48 
cases solved in 1976 gnd 45 
solved during the 1975 year. 


The report said 1,033 larceny 
cases last year was a reduction 
of 184 cases from the 1,217 oc- 
curring in 1975. Police solved 
258 of the 1976 cases, compared 
to 275 cleared in 1975: There 
were 229 auto theft cases in 1976, 
compared with’266 during 1975 
Police solved 42 of the auto 
thefts last year, up from 22 such 
cases solved the previous year. 

Veizer reported that there 
were two auto fatalities in 
Granite City during 1976, down 
from six in the previous year. In 
addition, he reported, there 
were 437 personal injury ac- 
cidents during the past year, up 
slightly from 420 injury mishaps 
in 1975 

While the number of injury 


accidents increased, the 
number of persons injured in 
those accidents also increased 
slightly. A total of 623 persons 
was injured last year, com- 
pared with 602 persons injured 
in 1975. 


There were 1,398» property 
damage accidents during the 
past year, down seven, from 
1,405 ‘such accidents in 1975, 
making a total of 1,837 accidents 
of all types during 1976, com- 
pared with 1,831 accidents in 
1975, 


The report showed a total of 
1,948 traffic arrests in 1976, up 
from 1,872 the previous year. In 
addition, 1,523 other arrests 
were made, compared to 1,758 
in 1975.
